Dear Colonel Quinn: - 

This letter is written to you in the manner requested 
by you at my meeting with you and Col. Rruden. The letter 
refers to the possibility of award of the Medal ibr Merit for 
Morris Berg. 

During our conference the comment was made that if a 
large amount of the supporting information and specific dates 
and cables were given, then there would be violation of the 
top secret and secret security questions in many instances, and 
would also violate the request made by Gen. Groves that the in- 
formation of the part that OSs took on this atom topic was not 
to be disclosed or publicized in any way at any time after the 
Hiroshima bomb until further notice. To my knowledge, that 
notice has not been received from Gen. Groves’ office. 

You indicated that the information which we felt should 
be used to support the recommendation of Medal for Merit, would 
be a memorandum to you and would be kept in the SsU files and 
not go beyond the organization, and would not be made part of 
the wording of the Commendation. 
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In that light, I should like to make some definite 
comments as I knew them when in OS t> and directly handling the 
United States end of the work. The comments are regarding cir- 
cumstances and procedures by Mr. Berg and ones which turned out 
to be exceptionally helpful in the conduct of the War, and es- 
pecially in the conduct of the procedures in Gen. Groves’ 
office and at the plants manufacturing the bombs, some of the 
general statements herein, it would appeal to me, could be used 
in sending forward your Board’s recommendation. 

I would like first to comment upon Mr. Berg’s work in Italy. 
He was originally set up with a submarine for the procurement 
of the two best Italian scientists on the atomic bomb topic. 

Many of the arrangements had been made. The capitulation of 
Italy eliminated the use of the submarine and allowed Mr. Berg 
to enter Rome two days after it fell and to talk with both of 
these Italian scientists, and with several of the other scientists 
who were particularly versed in the nuclear physics. It was not 
possible to have these two men come to America at that time 
partly because the security requirements in America prevented 
these men being used on our nuclear work. However, Mr. Berg 
with his experience among educators and his knowledge of the 
topic and his ability to speak Italian, was able to obtain 
directly very full and detail information of the Italian situa- 
tion and some of the German situation from these men and their 
associates. This information was reported to OSo in Washington 
and from there to Gen. Groves’ office without delay.

Among the other Italian scientists whom Mr. Berg inter- 
viewed, was Dr. Antonio Berri (former Major in the Italian Army).

From Italy Mr. berg proceeded to London, Paris and Bern. 

The information thru Mr. berg* s efforts in Switzerland is docu- 
mented in OSb cables received between May 1944 and May 1945 and 
there are many instances in which he risked his life to obtain 
some exceptional information. 

About this information, Gen. Groves indicated, that had it 
not been for the information on the status of the German scientists 

S 

on this work that Gen. Groves v/ould have overworked several of 
his scientists and that they would have passed away before the 
first U.s. bomb was completed. He said that the guidance ob- 
tained thru work in Switzerland and France permitted him to 
gauge the pressure placed upon his scientists and he was thereby 
able to gauge the ability of the United States to produce two 
usable bombs before the War was over without "killing off" his 
own scientists. 

Supporting the above comments and setting forth other 
information which is interesting and valuable in regard to the 
general request of this letter, I would like to indicate as 
follows: 

That in January 1944 we learned that there were nearly 

Uranium 

700 tons of Belgium Congo/ ore in Belgium and this was sent to 
Duisburg, Germany, by the Germans. Later 42 tons were returned 
to a Belgium factory for the production of ammonium uranite. In 
August 1945 Mr. berg reported after his return to the United States, 
that this ore was in barrels at Neustadt-Glewe near V/eismar, 
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Germany, and that he had procured pictures of the Darrels and 
markings, and that he was working on arrangements to follow the 
barrels to their destination. 

Specifically, in a report of June 1944 from Mr. Berg, Amaldi 
of Italy rated Hahn as the best German scientist on the atomic 
topic and Goethe as being in a second group. Vdck, also an 
Italian scientist, rated Clausius as the greatest separator of 
isotopes and that Hahn, Bethe, Strassman as the next in line of 
importance. 

On December 23, 1944, Mr.Eerg sat in a lecture given by 
Heisenberg, the manager of the atomic work in Germany, and con- 
sidered by many to be the best German on the atomic bomb subject. 
This lecture was on theoretical physics and on the status of some 
of the then work in Germany. Mr Herg aat behind Hahn, Fierz, 
Weizsacker. There were twenty people present, including several 
pro-Nazi scientists, Mr. Berg’s ability to understand several 
languages permitted him to follow the lecture and afterwards 
discuss points with some of them. Reports on this meeting were 
forwarded immediately. Also Ur .Berg then learned the status of 
the main points of German developments on this topic and of sub- 
stitute places of development work, and that the best German 
physicists were located and working in Hechingen. At this meet- 
ing much information was obtained Dy Ur. Berg on the then present 
status of the German and French developments. Joliot in France 
and a leaner toward Nazism, was also working on this topic and 
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the Germans had provided Joliot with much information and 
apparatus. 

The risks taken by Mr.berg at that lecture and in the 
discussions after and still coming out with the desired in- 
formation from the highest German authorities, still remai-.s 
a mystery to me. tmch first hand information from the highest 
sources and immediately reported was of wonderful help to this 
Government. 

Approximately December 28,1944 report shows that the 
Germans were working under a hill near Hechingen. This turned 
out to be correct, as one of the seizures directly after V-E 
Day was of an installation in the hill which had a church mounted 
on the top of it. 

Approximately December 31,1944, Mr. Berg learned the Germans 
felt that successful developments would require two years. Also 
he learned that a supercyclotron was being built at Bissingen. 
This development included preparations for work on thorium. 

About this time Mr.berg learned of a Britisher engaging 
in secret service work in Zurich on the bomb topic where he was 
not supposed to be in view of our arrangements with the British. 

Approximately early February 1945, Dallenbach, a German 
scientist on the bomb subject, visited Zurich and was in the 
private library of one of the Professors, tlr. Berg noted books 
and pages on which Dallenbach was working and when the bootcs 
were replaced, Mr. Berg learned that Dallenbach was investigating 
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the history of the atomic topic. 

Also, about tbe middle of February, ar.Berg learued that 

I.G.Farben was bacAlng the eyolotron Installation at hlsslngen 
and that there had been so*, discussion among the German 
scientists as to the scope of worm to be done at that cyclotron 
and that one of the main German scientists was orerruled by the 
others and that the result was substantially negative. 

rn march 1945, Mr. Berg, thru his arrangements in Switzer- 
land, had a request sent to Hahn, the best German scientist on 
this topic, to give a lecture in Switzerland. The invitation 
was delivered but Hahn could not give the lecture. 

By reason of Mr. Berg's pinpointing the locations of the 
German scientists on the atom bomb topic, Heisenberg, weiszacker, 
Laue, Hahn, Diebner and the others were taken directly after 
V-B Day and temporarily interned in Belgium. Gen. Groves* 
Buropean representative, Lt. Col. Calvert, working out of the 
O.s. Embassy in London, complimented OSs and Mr. Berg on the pin- 
pointing of the eleven main scientists in the Hechingen-Bissingen 






It was learned that Hitler made it very uncomfortable for 
several months prior to April 1945 for Heisenberg who was 
managing the German bom. developments, and at times Heisenberg 
did not give to Hitler all of the information developed.

It must be borne in 
mind that Miss Meitner was under German surveillance all the 
time in Sweden, and frankly, the question in my mind, is how 
Hr. Berg ever accomplished the erds without being incarcerated,

I do not know. 
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After returning from Sweden, Mr. Berg further opereted 
thru Switzerland to check and further learn of the locations 
of the main German scientists of nuclear physics, and did pin- 
point them so that at V-J Day these scientists were quickly 
taken and placed under control of the Amerlc ns and Eritish, 
and were not, therefore, taken by the Russians. 

After V — li Day information regarding the bomb topic and 

special people m France, Austria, Czechoslovakia and in the 

Russian controlled area of Berlin, was quickly and thoroughly 

learned and check by Lt. Col. Calvert and Mr. Berg taking a trip 

thru those countries. Col. Calvert from General Groves' office 

did not speak the languages but Mr. Berg did and he pinpointed 

Lt. 

many of the pe..sons he knew of and/ Col. Calvert took down the 
information and forwarded it directly to Gen. Groves. 

Lt. Col. Calvert should advise of Mr. Berg's value on that 
trip. It is understood that Col. skinner of SsU is to obtain a 
letter about this information from Lt. Col. Calvert. 

Referring again to Mr. Berg's work for national Advisory 
Committee on Aeronautics and beside obtaining Major Ferri, as 
noted above, for the National Advisory Committee on Aeronautics, 
it was recently stated to the writer oy John Stack, Chief of 
high speed experimental work at Langley Field of N.A.c.a. that 
Mr. Berg's trip to Goettingin to carry out investigations with 
Dr. Robinson of N.A.C.A. was most helpful. That trip produced 
the collection of approximately 8 0# of the information of the 
German development work on high speed aeronautical designs and 
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tests. Dr.Sinsacker, Director, end Dr. Robinson, engineer of 
r.a.C.a can corroborate this assistance at any time. Again, 
language ability and educational background and knowledge of 

and European educators and ability to ask direct questions 
and discuss subjects, as Mr. berg has done heretofore, was of 
immeasurable assistance to national Advisory Committee on 
Aeronautics in obtaining quickly the most desirable information. 

Regarding the bacteriological warfare work in which Er.Berg 
was also involved, it is believed that Col. skinner of SSU can 
give the high points of Ur. Berg’s work in Europe. Ur.Berg was 
briefed on this subject and was given the main "indicators" 
for him and any of his representatives to work with. It was 
learned in Switzerland and in Trance that the Germans did not 
have an active, large scale skilled operation on this subject. 

It is, in view of the above accomplishments and the 
several times of risking his life, that the writer wishes to 
again recommend that Mr. Berg be given the Medal for Merit.

(b) To keep forever secret this employment and all Information which he may obtain by reason thereof

In accordance fit h our telephone conversation, I am 
forwarding to you a communication from the Chief, Speoial Funds 
Division which was addressed to ^concerning the 

fiscal advances for which he had notT accounted as of 1 October 
1945 when 033 was terminated. I am also forwarding to you a copy 
of the covering memorandum which was sent to Lt» (jg) Robert Thrun 
of the Executive Office concerning these advances. 

Lt. Ihrun turned over to me the covering communication 
and the conmunication to Mr. Berg. On or about 8 October I got in 
touch with Colonel Dix regarding this matter. Colonel Dix advised 
me at that time that L!r. Berg knew about these advances and that he 
must aooount for them. Colonel Dix told me that Mr. 3erg was at 
that time in a neutral country and a cable communication to him 
would not be of any value inasmuch as he could not make an 
accounting until he could be in touch with a representative of the 
Special Funds Division of OSS (or by that time, SSU). Moreover, 
Colonel Dix indicated that Ur. Berg would return to the United 
States by the first of November and that he would then make the 
neeessary accounting to Speoial Funds Division in Washington. 

I understand from you that Mr. Berg has not yet 
returned to the United States. I am concerned that he has not 
again been informed of this fiscal obligation. I therefore 
recommend to you that if kr. Berg is not returning to the United 
States in the very near future, he be informed by cable from 
Special Funds Division and yourself of the fact that he must 
acoount for the advances to which the attached communication makes 
reference.

1 . This office recommonds advancement in salary for Mr. Morris 
Berg from $5180 to $ 5810 . This request is made because of the exceptional 
work that Kr. ”erg has done on technical matters throughout the European 
Theater and neighboring countries. His work has been of the highest oalib r 
and of exceptional importance. It has involved the necessity for unusual 
discretion, tact and fidelity to purpose. It has also required an excep i 
al decree of technical competence as well as personal courage. 

2. The information which Mr. B erg has procured on the type of 
intelligence which he has been charged with gathering, has been most helpful 
to the army and navy and several government agencies. has interviewed 

numbers of European scientists and engineers, and has established cordial 
and friendly relationships which have been useful in maintaining continuing 
contact with such technicians. The intelligence that he has gathered has 
been of the highest importance and accuracy. By force of his personality 
it has been possible for him tc obtain information which otherwise would 
have cost a considerable amount of money, through inexpensive means, usually 
without expense to the United States. Some of the information which he has 
obtained has been of such value to the United States as to cover Mr. Berg s 
expense many times over. 

3. Mr. Berg 1 s last pay raise was effective 1 December 1944, when 
he was raised from the equivalent of CAT-11 to tho equivalent of CAF- 12 . 

4. It is recommended that the increase in salary be made effective 
as soon as possible.
